In most cases on 80 40 and 160, what you will WANT is most likely 
equal radiation in most all directions (possible exception-straiget up). 
This is most likely true unless you live on the very edge of the world... 


Also, keep in mind that the GAIN in the favored direction of a plain 
dipole is about 2-3 dbi, so in most cases it makes good sense to 
compare gain with that of a dipole (dbd) rather than theoretical 
isotropic (dbi)

There's an easy way to do that, Marty.. I have the Logikey K-1 commercial 
version of the CMOS-2, and it runs off an internal 9v battery.. They use a 
low-idle-current Maxim MAX-663 5v regulator. It's not like the usual 7805 
3-pin regulators because it draws almost no current when there is no load on 
it.. It only has 2 external parts, .001 bypass caps on the input and output 
of the regulator.. One 9v battery in my keyer has lasted over 18 months, 
and I use the monitor speaker a lot.. I replaced it just so it wouldn't go 
dead during a contest... 


I think Digikey sells the regulator IC's..

I havent gotten around to determining the current drain.. My keyer is 

still powered from the original AA batteries (3)(2ys!), and stated 

"sleep" mode with the keyer only draws very little current 

(number fails me, but somewhere along the lines of what the batteries 

themselves discharge at anyway!) All this considered, to get the 

voltage down for the keyer, you could use a 78L05 voltage regulator. 
The question would then be: what is the current drain with the 

regulator in the circuit?, If you are willing to put up with a memory 

loss for each session you use the keyer, you can bypass the question 

with a power (on - off ) switch. That is as far as I have gotten with 

the "problem" and I am willing to put up with the memory loss...however- 

the CMOS Keyer III has taken care of this !!!!

I've been trying to come up with an antenna that a) fits in my space, b) 
is good for serious DXing, and c) is good for fox hunting. Also, it has 
to be cheap, and work on all bands 80-10 meters. 


OK, here's what I'm using now: take a simple 40 meter dipole at 50 feet, 
and bend one of the legs over so that it makes about 30-degree angle 
from the vertical. Feed in the center with open-wire line. Here's the 
picture, from the side: 


It does work on all bands, though I had to trim the feedline a bit to 
make it stay in the range of my antenna tuner (Johnson Matchbox). Now, 
I would like to respectfully ask the antenna gurus how this antenna 
compares with a plain dipole on 40 and 20 (the key bands). Does the 
angled section contribute enough low-angle radiation to improve DX 
performance?

Actually Jim, I can get you a BUNCH of data. I was working on a tacticle 
HF antenna at a commercial firm. Used the same technic at the tx end... 


Fed a balun in sort of an OCFD config, put the balun low side to a 30-50 
foot wire, on the ground and the other (75-150') wire in the desired 
direction of propagation up 1-3m with the last 20-30' on the ground. 


There were a number of very nice results. 

- it's not a gain antenna (5Mhz:-6 dbi NVIS, 10Mhz -2dbi, 25Mhz Odbi...) 
- it's Very broadband (3.5-30, 2:1 ; 7-65, 2.5:1; two different ant's) 
- has front to back ratios 7-10dB 

- very uniform verticle pattern, most long wires suffer here ! 

- easily array'ed, on ant's under 1.5m up, we could array nicely at 20' 
seperation.... 


Could round up some data if you really wanted. Was a commercial version 
(manual, data, and baluns, you provide wire..) available for a time, and I 
know where to find the excess stock also, but ...
